account for all your difhoneſt gain? then the ſame Meaſure you 
meet withall, the ſame to you ſhall be meaſured again: To you

and lowlie, aud thoſe who knows God, keeps his commands, 
and knows him by rhe revelation of his Son; and we, whom the 

Lord hath made himfſelt known unto, through his Son, deny,and 
bear witneſs againſt all ſuch as comesnot in by the' dore, but 

climbs up another way in their own humane inventions; there- 

fore to you, I ſay, ceaſe r own imaginations, ſtudies, 
and naturall Languages;tor all y eatheniſh Authors,which 
your Liberaries and ſtudics are ſo Wrniſhed withall, are tor rhe 

Fire, r:ad As 19.19, many whouſed curious Arts ( as you do) 
brouzat rheir Books, and burned them, when they came to own 

the everlaſting truth, which by the Apoſtles was preached; and 

as you come to own the truth ( which by the, defpiled and = 

{ecuted ones is preached ) your books then wil be of little value, 

which is now by you to highly prized, when your minds comes 
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to be turned out of your vain imaginations, to the LighFof * 
Jeſus Chrift in you, which Jeſus Chrift hath lightned you 
with, you need not to ſtudy in old authors to know what mea- 
nings they gave, with their heatheniſh inyentions upon the 
Saints conditions, who ſpoke forth the Scriptures, as they . 
were moyedby the Holy Ghoſt nay, their meanings and their 
imaginations upon them are accurſed, & your meanings which 
you give upon the Scriptures, and your imaginations- upon 
them are accurſed; for the Scripture which was ſpoke from the 
life of the Saints, are of no priyate interpretations, and til you 
come to own the Light of Jeſus Chriſt, which he hath enlight- :
